MUST PAY TAX ON 
ZIPPER NOTEBOOKS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (UP) 
—The Internal Revenue Service 
has ruled that leather or imita- 
tion leather notebooks which 
close with a zipper are subject 
to the 10 per cent sales tax on 
luggage. 

The service said there is no ex- 
emption from this tax for stu- 
dents who buy such notebooks 
to use in school. 

The tax code specifies that the 
10 per cent fee, a retailers’ ex- 
cise tax, be paid on brief cases 
and many other types of luggage. 
With the new ruling now in ef- 
fect, the tax applies to ring bind- 
ers, ‘notebooks, portfolios and en- 
velopes made of leather or imi- 
tation leather, if they can be 
closed on all four sides by a zip- 
per, lock, snap fastener or some 
other such device.”

Parks Airport Could Be’ 


Excellent Secondary 
Facility, but None Is 
Needed at Present, 
Commission Is Told. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


There is no present need for 
additional secondary airport fa- 
cilities in the St. Louis area, 
either at Parks Metropolitan 
Airport near East St. Louis or 
elsewhere, a Cincinnati engi- 
neering firm reported to the 
Municipal Airport Commission, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Lambert-St. Louis Field ap- 
pears adequate to handle antici- 
pated traffic volumes at least 
until 1965, the report said. 

At the same time the report, 
by Landrum & Brown, said 
Parks can be made into an ex- 
cellent private, corporate and 
executive aviation field with 
completion of certain improve- 
ments. 

It added that “if for any rea- 
son one or at most two of the 
eight existing St. Louis area 
airports are closed, aviation in- 
terests of the city and county 
should consider aiding a sec- 
ondary airport program.” 

Los Angeles Problem. 

“Los Angeles county (Calif.) 
area aviation authorities, for 
example, are currently concerned 
with their dwindling quantity of 
personal and secondary air- 
ports,” the report continued. 
“The authorities are considering 
sponsoring certain secondary air- 
ports as an aid to civil aviation. 

“St. Louis authorities should, 
in their city and county plan- 
ning, help the present airport 
operations with zoning and other 
aids that would abet assurance 
of continued successful opera- 
tion of the’existing private fa- 
cilities.” 


‘RECEIVER’ CAUGHT 
IN THEFTS FROM 
PHONE COIN BOX 


Theft of money from coin 
boxes in pay telephones at City 
Hall, Municipal Courts building 
and Union Station was admitted 
by a man arrested yesterday in 
a police trap. 

The man, who said he was 
Leroy Stevens, 26-year-old Negro 
living in the 4000 block of Wash- 
ington avenué, told police he 
used paper napkins to plug the 
refund slot of coin boxes. 

He would then use a long 
wire to remove the plugs, thus 
permitting the money to drop 
into the refund slot, he said. 

The arrest of Stevens was 
made by a detail headed by Pa- 
trolman Thomas Mcore, follow- 
ing complaints of telephone users 
that refunds were not being 
made. Officers caught Stevens 
working on a Municipal Courts 
Building telephone. 


In transmitting the report, 
the engineers said it had been 
prepared solely as an aid to 
the city in developing its over- 
all airport program. 

Parks Metropolitan has been 
described as the last close-in 
airport site for the central St. 
Louis business district. The study 
was decided upon by the com- 
mission after present owners an- 
nounced they were considering 
offers to subdivide it. 

“No attempt. should be made 
to read into this report a rec- 
ommendation that the City of 
St. Louis should or should not 
acquire Parks Airport,” the re- 
port said. 

Appraised at $1,973,237. 

A real estate appraiser hired 
by the commission, Leo C. Krell, 
placed a value of $1,973,237 on 
the airport as it stands. He based 
this on reproduction cost of the 
facilities; less depreciation. The 
airport includes about 570 acres. 

Using Krell’s figure as a basis, 
Landrum & Brown reported 
that the city could not hope to 
break even. on operation of 
Parks Metropolitan in the rea- 
sonably near future. Depend- 
ing on the amount of improvey 
ments installed — whether fed- 
eral airport aid were obtained, 
and whether the city operated 
the airport directly or contract- 
ed with a fixed-base operator— 
the report computed this loss as 
ranging from roughly $36,000 
to about $119,000 a year by 
1960. 

Extension of two runways, in- 
cluding the purchase of some 
additional land to the northeast 
of the present airport, would be 
needed to expand the ‘field to a 
feeder airline category, the re- 
port said.

Louis area secondary airports 
to ascertain any unusual traf- 
fic volume increase, overcrowd- 
ing of existing airports or de- 
comissioning of secondary air- 
ports, so corrective action may 
be taken if additional secondary 
facilities are required in the fu- 
ture,” the report stated. 

The major growth of air traf- 
fic since World War II has been 
in executive, corporate and busi- 
ness , Development of 
Parks as outlined would be to 
handle basically this type of 
traffic. 

Director of Public Utilities 
Conway B. Briscoe, airport com- 
mission chairman, said the com- 
mission probably will take up 
the report at its next meeting, 
scheduled for Jan. 10.

nual Associated Press poll. 


The other big stories of the |

On March 1, 
seated in the House of Repre- 
sentatives gallery in Washington, 
suddenly shouted, “Free Puerto 
Rico!”, waved their flag and be- 
gan shooting. When the wild 
fusillade of some 20 shots had 
ended, five Congressmen had 
been wounded. 

When the votes were counted, 
the nation discovered it had held 
one of the closest off-season 
elections in history.

This was the West's biggest 
diplomatic triumph of the year— 
the historic agreement reached 
by nine anti-Communist allies 
Oct. 21 on formation of the 
Western European Union. It 
provides complete sovereignty to 
West Germany with some excep- 
tions. Ratification is pending.

The plucky Australians, down 
4-5. and love-40 on Rosewall’s 
service in the tenth game of the 
final set. fought off four match 
points with some brilliant vol- 
leving to carry it into an excit- | 
ing overtime which kept a crowd | 
of 25.578 at White City in an 
uproar. 

But it was only postponing 
the inevitable because in the 
eighteenth game the Americans 
slammed to advantage again on 
little Rosewall’s service and 
clinched the match and the cup 
on a brilliant forehand shot by 
Trabert down the sideline. 

Exultation by Americans. 

Trabert threw his racquet in 
the air and leaped from the 
ground with a wild whoop. He 
threw his arms around Seixas 
and went over to shake hands | 
with crestfallen Australians, 
then accepted the congratula- 
tions of Capt. Bill Talbert. 

Harry Hopman, the little Aus- 
tralian captain who led the suc- | 
cessful campaign to bring the 
cup from United States shores 
and who has been the mentor 
in all subsequent defenses, was 
a forlorn figure on the sideline 
as he watched his tennis castle 
crumble. He grabbed his two 
young proteges around the 
shoulders and accompanied 
them to the dressing room. 

Thus the challenge round 
which experts predicted would 
be perhaps the closest. in his- 
tory became a complete rout 
with the Americans leading 3-0 
in the best-of-five series. 

Talbert announced that he 
would ask Hopman for permis- 
sion to substitute Hamilton 
Richardson Jr., the Rhodes 
scholar from Baton Rouge, La., 
for Trabert in tomorrow's mean- 
ingless final singles matches.

Most trophies in sports are 
won by performance in com- 
petition. They are, in the 
main, a salute to somebody’s 
muscles. The photographers 
recognize and salute a differ- 
ent quality, and perhaps a 
more admirable one. Present- 
ing their memento, they are 
saying in effect: 

“Others may be faster, 
stronger, nimbler than our 
man. He may not be the fin- 
est athlete of them all, but we 
have found him the finest gen- 
tleman—the most courteous, 
considerate and helpful.” 

Athletic excellence and good 
manners need not be mutually 
exclusive, of course. Last win- 
ter, for example, the photog- 
raphers hailed Rocky Marci- 
ano, who was not only “most 
co-operative” but also was, and 
is, the best fighter in the 
world. This year, perhaps 
their award should go to Jim 
McShane, the detective whose 
superiors transferred and tem- 
porarily busted him because as 
a favor to photographers he 
posed holding an umbrella 
over Marciano’s head in the 
rain,

brought the photographers’ 
award to mind in the first 
place was a mention made in 
this space the other day of 
the experience which Ted At- 
kinson and Conn McCreary, 
the jockeys, had with an ex- 
tortionist at Hialeah last win- 
ter.

Then the 
reporter who has been sitting 
on the news gets beaten on 
his own story.

Russia to Recruit 100,000 Youths 
«In Big Factory Building Program 


Reds to Push Use of Concrete to Save 
Metal and Wood—402 Plants Slated 
for Next Three Years. 


By RICHARD KASISCHKE. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 28 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union ig undertaking for 
1955 a vast program of factory 
building which will require re- 
cruiting at least 100,000’ youths 
from the cities and will push use 
of concrete for construction to 
save metal and wood. 

This was announced by Com- 
munist party secretary Nikita S. 
Khrushchev in a speech Dec. 12 


gress in the Kremlin. The 
speech, made public only today, 
covered three full pages in Mos- 
cow newspapers. 
Simultaneously the papers pub- 
lished a pledge by the Komso- 
mol, the young Communist 
league, to recruit 100,000 youths 
for factory construction brigades. 
The Komsomol said this recruit- 
ing would be on the same vast 
scale as its 1954 drive to draft 
city youth for the opening of 
virgin lands to grain sowing. 
Three-Year Plan. 
Khrushchev said the Central 
Committee of the Communist 
party has decided to build in 
the next three years 402 new 
factories and an additional 200 
open air or field type factories. 
Most of them are to be of rein- 
forced concrete and _ concrete 
block construction. In order to 
carry out the program, Khrush- 
chev said, production of prefab- 
ricated concrete slabs must be 
increased by 500 per cent and 
the production of concrete must 
be increased by 150 per cent. 
There was no indication in his 
report what the new factories 
will produce. The Communist 
party boss has been pressing, 
however, for stepping up heavy 
industry production and at the 
same time expanding the con- 


The hard-driving Krushchev 


scolded the builders for waste- 
ful and inefficient construction 
and demanded better designs 
and more mechanization. He 
criticized the architects and de- 
manded that they cut frills in 
¢onstruction and increase effi- 
ciency. 
Boost in Grain Crop. 
Reporting on the first year of 
the “battle of grain” in opening 
vast tracts of virgin and fallow 
lands, Khrushchev declared that 
during 1954 the grain crop was 
increased by 4,878,000 tons. 


He said the increase was 
achieved despite severe drouth 
in the Ukraine, Volga and south- 
ern regions and was due entirely 
to the opening of the virgin 
lands. The goal was 1,300,000,- 
000 acres, he said, but 1,743,- 
800,000 acres actually were put 
under the plow. He added that 
it is possible to say with assur- 
ance that not less than two bil- 
lion additional acres will be 
planted in 1955. 


. Returning to the building 
theme, Khrushchev declared: 

“We must decisively put an 
end to wasting metal. We must 
build out of metal only those 
things which vitally require it. 
Everything that can be substi- 
tuted by concrete or reinforced 
concrete must be substituted.” 

All of Russia's children and 
youths have been enlisted to 
help the factory-building drive 
with a national campaign to col- 
lect scrap metal. Prizes will be 
given to big collectors. 


Western observers said the 
factory-building drive might be 
connected with the recent dec- 
laration by the Soviet Union and 
its east European Communist 
allies that they would increase 
their armed forces under a joint 
command if the West German 


rearmament treaties are ratified.

Mr. Eisenhower, who had ex- 
pressed serious concern over the 
Assembly’s earlier defeat of the 
German rearmament proposals, 
was reported keeping in close 
touch with Dulles on the situa- 
tion. 

Through his press secretary at 
his Augusta (Ga.) holiday head- 
quarters, the President said only 
that he was “gratified at the 
turn the proceedings have tak- 
en.” 

He referred to the 289-to-251 
vote by which the National As- 
sembly last night approved en- 
try of West Germany into the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. The vote was one of confi- 
dence in Mendes-France’s gov- 
ernment, but the Premier still 
faces two more such yYotes to- 
morrow on the rearmament is- 


sue, ‘ 

Dulles canceled his usual 
Tuesday news conference, pre- 
sumably because he wanted to 
avoid discussing publicly the 
German rearmament outlook un- 
til the French have made a firm 
decision on the bitterly debated 
issue. Following his lead, the 
State Department declired to 
comment for the present. 

But two Democratic Senators, 
Kefauver of Tennessee and Mon-- 
roney of Oklahoma, joined Con- 
gressmen who foresaw last 
night’s vote as clearly pointing 
to formal French approval of 
Germany's partnership with the 
West. 

Monroney’s Comment. 

Monroney said the vote 
“marks the high water point of 
Russian influence in western Eu- 
rope,” and he added: “‘The grave 
danger will be in Asia but that 
is not comparable to the grand 
prize of world domination that 
the fall of Europe would repre- 
sent.” 

Kefauver, employing almost 
the same language in a separate 
interview, agreed that the French 
Assembly decision, if sustained 
in later votes, means “the high 
point of Russian influence in 
Europe will have passed.” 

Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, 
termed it “welcome news of the 
greatest historic importance,” 
but cautioned against new Rus- 
sian_efforts to sabotage German 
rearmament. “‘The Soviet Union 
is not going idly to accept the 
Assembly’s decision,” he said. 

Senator George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, who is in line to replace 
Wiley in the Foreign Relations 
chairmanship next week, said 
from his home in Vienna, Ga.: 

“The vote is extremely grati- 
fying and reassuring and heart- 
ening. It indicates that the free 
world can hold together, and it 
certainly strengthens the free |

I'‘have just read your editorial, 
“& Job to Finish,” in connection with 
the railroads handling hay at re- 
duced rates into the drouth areas. 


There is a “job to finish.” But 
your critical comment concerning 
failure of the railroads to extend the 
50 per cent reduction in rates beyond 
last Dec. 15, certainly does not point 
up the way to finish the job or who 
is responsible for finishing it. 

I think there is no question but 
what drouth conditions in the Mid- 
west reached disaster proportions 
last Year and again this year. But is 
it the concern of the railroads alone 
that the farmers are hard pressed to 
provide feed for their stock? Or is 
this not the concern of every individ- 
ual and each and every company, in- 
cluding newspapers? 

The Western railroads evidenced 
their sincere concern in the plight 
of the farmers last year by contribut- 
ing more than $20,000,000 in the 
form of 50 per cent reduction in 
freight charges on hay shipments. 
They have contributed additional 
amounts this year. You have the un- 
mitigated gall to insinuate that they 
still have not done enough. 

You apparently intentionally ig- 
nore the fact that the railroads have 
stood alone. Statistics will show, I 
am.sure, that the highway competi- 
tors of the railroads transport more 
cattle to market centers than do the 
railroads. 

Have those same highway competi- 
tors, who so graciously accept the 
farmers’ business, made any move— 
either this year or last year—to share 
in the emergency movement of cattle 
feed to the drouth stricken areas at 
reduced rates? 

The answer is a very plain and 
simple No! Has public pressure been 
brought to bear upon those highway 
carriers to participate in this pro- 
gram like it has on the railroads? 
The answer is again No! Have you 
commented editorially upon the fail- 
ure of the highway carriers to partic- 
ipate in the drouth relief for the 
farmers? Again the answer is No! 

Vihy not be fair minded for once 
and- give the Western railroads and 
railroads in general the recognition 
and credit that is due them for the 
fine job they have done? If you wish 
to “ctown”™ the railroads editorially 
then use a crown of orchids which 
they really deserve—the crown of 
thorns you are flourishing belongs 
elsewhere.

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Victory for the West 


Premier Mendes-France has once more brought 
the French Assembly into line with his policies. 
But he carried the day only at the high cost of 
putting the life of his government at stake. 

-By a vote of 289 to 251, the deputies approved 
Germany’s admission to NATO. If logic pre- 
vails, the Assembly should now assent to Ger- 
man rearmament by at least the same narrow 
margin. One proposition without the other has 
no practical meaning. And it now seems agreed 
that the Premier will be granted his desire of 
tying France and Germany into the alliance. 

Both the State Department and the British 
Foreign Office must be perturbed, however, by 
the narrow vote, the fluctuating political coales- 
cence which made it possible, and the strenuous 
efforts necessary on the part of Mendes-France 
to bring it about. It would be self-deception not 
to realize that the Assembly is giving its ap- 
proval to something which a great many French 
politicians disapprove. 

Americans have developed a high regard for 
the French Premier. No doubt, they can count 
on him to do everything realistically possible to 
achieve full and active French participation in 
the new arrangement. Had he won his victory 
in Congress—where, it will be remembered, the 
draft was continued by a single vote—there 
would be less cause to worry about his ulti- 
mate success. 

But in the political kaleidoscope of the French 
Assembly, he might be repudiated a moment 
after his most significant victory. Then every- 
thing would depend on his successors. And some 
of those who want to replace his government 
believe they can do so by denouncing the very 
measures for which he is now fighting so hard. 

It may be doubted that the Freneh people 
would go so far. In spite of their fears of Ger- 
many and their taste for wine rather than milk, 
they have been impressed by this Premier. He 
is the first one since the war who is trying to 
govern instead of just keeping everything in 
suspension. 

What France desperately needs is constitu- 
tional revision which would end the constant 
formation and break-up of parliamentary blocs. 
The nation needs real party responsibility and 
the firm executive power which this would 
insure. But Mendes-France must play the 
French political instruments as they are. 

Perhaps he will be able to restore French 
morale so that the nation will again act like 
a great power instead of being ridden by fears. 
At this the cynical Paris politicians may smile. 
But for the time being they are voting the 
way Mendes-France wants them to vote simply 
because they do not have his courage to face 
immediate and pressing questions. 

Even if they finesse him out of office, Pierre 
Mendes-France will continue to be the strongest 
most action-minded man in France. In opposi- 
tion he would be a terror for any do-nothing 
regime. That may be why, for a while, there 
will not be one. In this man is hope for France, 
and, so, for the West. 
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The Only One 

When Secretary of State Dulles talked about 
bipartisan conduct of the foreign relations of 
the United States, Democratic leaders pointed 
out to him that only one Democrat occupied a 
position of any note at all in our foreign service. 

That lone Democrat was David K. E. Bruce of 
Maryland, who was retained from the Truman 
Administratioh. But Mr. Bruce now has re- 
turned from his post in Paris to resign as Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s representative on problems 
of European unity. 

Is the second half of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration to open without so much as one ap- 
pointed Democrat contributing to an air of 
bipartisanship in foreign affairs? Then there 
will need to be a replacement for the only Dem- 
ocrat President Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles 
have found it appropriate to employ. 
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Sleighs Would Be Safer 


The Christmas weekend proved that old Santa 
Claus has good sense to use a sleigh and eight 
tiny reindeer. Too much sense, anyhow, to drive 
a car. Not even the National Safety Council 
could predict with accuracy the extent of Yule- 
tide tragedy on the highways. 

In St. Louis, the diligent traffic squad arrested 
speeders right and left and undoubtedly pre- 
vented many accidents. But on Sunday main 
highways out of ‘St. Louis were jammed with 
people going home from Christmas, and some 
did not make it. 

What can be done about the futilely repeated 
holiday casualty lists from roads across the na- 
tion? Fortunately man can make roads, if not 
himself, a little safer. 

Highway 40, for example, demonstrated the 
difference between separated dual lane high- 
ways and single slabs. As far as the new double 
lanes swept west of Wentzville, traffic. moved 
smoothly. On the single ribbon, however, long 
lines of cars bunched behind trucks and slower 
vehicles, and passing was a contest with time, 
restricted vision and oncoming machines. Yet 
this was only an indication of things to come as 
traffic grows and grows. 

Highway 40 ought to be dual lane from here 
to Kansas City. And Missouri’s Highway Depart- 
ment is doing the work as fast as funds and 
priorities permit. The low 3-cent gas tax limits 
the funds; first priority on dual laning has to 
go to curving Highway 66, which is even more 
heavily traveled and hence more dangerous. 

The next Missouri Legislature is expected to 
consider legislation to let the Highway Commis- 
sion open toll roads. It ought to consider ways 
of raising more road revenue for free highways. 
It is not the Highway Department's fault that it 
cannot build broader, safer roads quite as fast 
as Missouri needs them. And the best rule for 
modern trunk highways is to separate motorists 
going one way from those going another. Then 
fewer can go wrong. 
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On the Frontiers of Medicine 

It is gratifying and just a little surprising that 
Washington University Medical School's profes- 
sor of neurology, Dr. James L. O’Leary, has been 
elected president of the American League 
Against Epilepsy. The honor is well deserved 
and the office will be well filled, but Dr. O’Leary 
is one of those dedicated research men who 
confine themselves to their laboratories and give 
other practitioners the benefit of their findings. 

Far more than talking about any of his own 
accomplishments in connection with the brain 
and the nervous system, we feel sure, Dr. O’Leary 
enjoyed bringing to light again the accomplish- 
ments of a predecessor in his field, Dr. Charles 
Gilbert Chaddock. In an article in the Journal of 
the History of Medicine, published by the Yale 
University Medical School, Dr. O’Leary, with the 
help of Dr. Walter L. Moore of the St. Louis 
University school of medicine, told how Dr. 
Chaddock, also of St. Louis, had been forgotten 
despite his distinguished clinical contributions 
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as well as his translation of important European 
works thus making them available to American 
medical educators and practitioners. 


Men like Chaddock—and O'Leary, too—have | 


an idealistic view of their duties on the frontiers 
of medical knowledge. The same work is hardly 
to be expected of the average practitioner in his 
office. Yet because of this work every doctor's 
conception of his profession must be elevated. 
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Farm Belt View of Ladejinsky Case 


The strongly pro-Eisenhower Des Moines Reg- 
ister minces no words in its criticism of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson for his firing of 
Wolf Ladejinsky. 

This leading Iowa newspaper says Mr. Ben- 
son's conduct was “bad enough” when he dis- 
missed Mr. Ladejinsky from his post of agricul- 
tural attache at the United States embassy in 
Tokyo “without an honest explanation.” It is 
“still worse,” says the Register, “to find that 
Secretary Benson's explanation does not provide 
a sound basis for his arbitrary action.” 

The Republican newspaper in Iowa’s farm belt 
is particularly incensed becausé the dismissed 
career agriculturist “was told that he could not 
be kept in his job because agricultural attaches 


_should be American-born employes who had 


come up through the American system and un- 
derstood American agriculture.” 
Pointing out that what the United States 


. “most desperately needs in its foreign service is 


people who understand other countries and can 
work effectively with them,” the Des Moines 
Register sums up the Ladejinsky case in the 
word “outrage.” Then it says: 


What distresses us most about this whole 
affair is to find the insidious virus of fear 
about Communism seeping into the Depart-* 
ment of Agriculture. It has been bad enough 
in other parts of the Government. 

Do we now have a double standard of se- 
curity, one for the State Department and an- 
other for Agriculture? 


Senator Humphrey raises a question as to 
whether there may not be more to the firing than 
“just personnel action.” The Minnesota Demo- 
crat suggests the possibility that it “is a tip-off 
of a major change by the United States in the 
land reform field overseas.” To that end he 
urges the new Congress to look into the back- 
ground of the dismissal. 

Secretary Benson is one of the sincerest men 
in the Eisenhower Cabinet. It is unfortunate that 
he should have allowed himself to be maneu- 
vered -into his present plight. His cue is to get 
out of it as soon as possible. If he is right, let 
him explain why he is and convincingly. If he 
is wrong, the sooner he says so, the better for 
both Wolf Ladejinsky and Ezra Taft Benson. 
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The Atomic Goal to Set 


Two organizations haves now been set up to 
work outside government for the advancement of 
peaceful atomic development on an international 
scale. Their enterprise can only be welcomed in 
the warmest terms. The more interests that are 
committed to the cause of non-weapons nuclear 
science, the more likely we are to witness rapid 
progress in that direction. 

Two months ago a representative group of 
scientists and engineers organized the American 
Nuclear Society in this field, and now the Fund 
for Peaceful Atomic Development has been és- 
tablished under presidency of Walker L. Cisler 
of Detroit. On its board are such distinguished 
figures as Robert F. Bacher, who was a member 
of the first Atomic Energy Commission, Paul G. 
Hoffman and William C. Foster, both former 
administrators of ECA, and Joseph M. Dodge, 
formerly. President Eisenhower’s budget director. 

The first project of the Fund will be to bring 
to this country a group of industrialists, scien- 
tists and engineers from foreign countries, to 
survey unclassified aspects of nuclear science. 
Its activities will emphasize “people-to-people” 
co-operation as a means of backing up President 
Eisenhower’s plan for government-to-government 
contacts in the international atomic plan which 
the United Nations recently approved. 

It is to be hoped that both the Fund and the 
Nuclear Society will make no little plans. Every 
kind of international atomic development they 
can stimulate will be welcome, of course, but 
they should not rest until they see an atomic re- 
actor producing power for one of the underde- 
veloped areas of the world. 
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Cozy 

The Securities and Exchange Commission 
doesn’t want anyone to get it wrong. It avowed 
that an executive of Middle South Utilities, 
Inc., was in its office when it was answering 
an inquiry about charges that Middle South 
had improperly manipulated one of its operating 
companies, Mississippi Power & Light. It 
avowed that it consulted that executive, Vice 
President Paul O. Canady, in preparing its let- 
ter to Senator Kefauver, of the Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee on monopoly. 

But SEC Chairman Ralph H. Demmler ob- 
jected to Senator Kefauver’s suggestion that he 
was letting “utility people hang around your 
office and read your correspondence and help 
you answer your mail.” Mr. Canaday just hap- 
pened to have dropped in “on a legitimate er- 
rand,” the SEC chairman said. Mr. Demmler 
wanted Senator Kefauver to know SEC runs 
“an orderly and honest shop over there.” And 
from the looks of it that’s not all, dearie. Order- 
ly and honest—and cozy. 
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Why not invite a group of representative Rus- 
sian students to visit the United States? Why not 
let them look around and see for themselves why 
Americans like the free way of life in a democ- 
racy and why we do not like the dictatorial re- 
gime imposed by Communism on Russia? 

Students at the University of Wisconsin asked 

themselves these questions and they could find 
no good negative answer. And so they answered 
in the affirmative. By vote of 23 to 1, the Wis- 
consin Student Senate, student governing body 
at thé University, decided to ask 15 Soviet stu- 
dents and student editors to visit the University 
at Madison. The Wisconsin student group added 
the proviso that entry be approved by the State 
Department, but it then strongly urged the State 
Department to grant the required visas. _ 
- Such a visit would produce some complica- 
tions and in certain quarters it doubtless would 
be misunderstood. But assuming that the young 
visitors from Russia could have a harmonious 
stay at a great, free university Jike the University 
of Wisconsin, it is hard to see how the United 
States could be anything but the gainer. The 
probability is that the Kremlin would not allow 
its youth to be corrupted by life in the United 
States. Even so there is no harm in asking. 

Secretary of State Dulles may have more of 
an opportunity in the invitation from the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin students than the visa de- 
partment can be expected to appreciate. He 
would do well to think it over.

Woodrow Wilson’s Legacy - 


World War I President was isolationist turned internationalist 
by history, Briton writes; not the best politician, he succeeded 
as prophet when nation neglected him and League of Nations; 
it took America 20 years to catch up with Wilson's ideals.

Today is the ninety-eighth anniversary 
of the birth of Woodrow Wilson, Dec. 
28, 1856. The following article was first 
printed in The Manchester Guardian 
on Feb. 3, 1954. 


Thirty years ago today Woodrow Wil- 
son died in Washington. It seemed as 
if his career had ended in tragedy. 

The country had turned against him 
in 1918 and chosen a Republican Con- 
gress; the Senate had refused to ratify 
the peace treaty; America had slumped 
into isolation, igno- 
ble and indolent, 
symbolized by War- 
ren Harding’s elec- 
tion with a record { 
majority. President W 
Coolidge, in his 
first message to 
Congress, said that 
“the League of Na- 
tions is a closed in- 
cident.” x 

Yet the last word ““* vr 
did not belong to Woodrow Wilson 
the cynics and the scoffers. The sec- 
ond war came, as Wilson had foretold 
with tragic accuracy, and even before 
peace returned the United States had 
taken the lead in trying to establish a 
new system of collective security, as he 
also had predicted with brave faith. 

From the grave his ideals ruled the 
future. Balfour, thinking of the mis- 
takes of Versailles, said the League was 
born in sin and dedicated to sainthood. 
Perhaps so; but if Wilson failed as a 
politician he succeeded as a prophet. 

There is one episode of his last phase 
on which Franklin Roosevelt liked to 
dwell. In 1920 Roosevelt was the vice 
presidential candidate on the Democrat- 
ic ticket, with Gov. Cox of Ohio as pres- 
idential nominee. 

The party strategists warned them 
with cruel iteration they would be 
crushed if they continued to outrage the 
temper of the country by their vain de- 
fense of the (League) Covenant.

Wilson, crippled by the stroke from 
which he never recovered, was wheeled 
in, and with unforgettable grace 
thanked his two friends for risking 
their careers by refusing to quit the 
standard of honor even under the pres- 
sure of vindictive prejudice. . . . So, 
with honor, they met inevitable defeat 
at the hands of Harding. 

Years passed, and Roosevelt, now 
President, took up Wilson's interrupted 
tasks. Both parties, amid public ac-

Isolationism was dead. 

When Mr. Truman in 1950 pondered 
the aggression in Korea his chief advis- 
er was Mr. Acheson. Now Mr. Acheson 
had once been secretary to Mr. Justice 
Brandeis, appointed to the Supreme 
Court by Wilson over unprecedented 
protests from the leaders of the Ameri- 
can Bar, who hated Brandeis’s radical 
opinions. Mr. Acheson derived his faith 
in collective security not only from his 
knowledge of America’s need but from 
his admiration for Wilson. 


The members of the free world, amid 
the harsh quarrels of the Korean war, 
had reason to be thankful for his un- 
shaken faith in collective action. 

Mr. Stevenson proudly walks today in 
Wilson's tradition, and President Eisen- 
hower is at his best in defending Ameri- 
ca’s partnership in the great enterprise 
to save the peace of the world by united

correct in what he told a friend just 
before his death? 


“I am not sorry,” he said, “that I 
broke down. As it is coming now, the 
American people are thinking their way 
through, and reaching their -own. deci- 
sion, and that is the better way for it 
to come.” 


Could a more adroit. politician have 
reduced the period of waiting? The 
short answer is that Wilson was not 
Roosevelt, and Lodge was not Vanden- 
berg. ! ! 

A deeper answer—and the one which 
explains the true significance of Wil- 
son’s career—is that Wilson was a su- 
preme isolationist with a genius for re- 
pentance. In 1914 he resented the war 
as a savage interruption to his social 
reforms. He knew little, and cared less, 
about Europe's quarrels. 

Only slowly did he come to see the 
moral issues at the heart of the strug- 
gie. Then he led America into battle 


and tried in vain to lead her into a part-’ 


nership for peace. 

The lonely man in the White House 
forgot how much he had learned in 
those tragic and tremendous years of 
the war. He thought the same lessons 
were stamped with equal clarity on the 
American mind. Years later he com- 
plained that America had betrayed the 
League because of “a slump in ideal- 
ism.” 

That was only a fragment of the 
truth. American thinking had to catch 
up with his convictions. It took some- 
thing like 20 years.

Between Book Ends 


The Earth’s Place 


DESIGN OF THE UNIVERSE, by Frits Kahn. (Crowe 

Publishers, 373 pgs., $5.) 

It is a curious fact that most of the 
successful popularizers of science in 
our time have been Englishmen like 
H. G. Wells, James Jeans, Sherwood 
Taylor, Fred Hoyle znd Patrick Moore, 


_to mention just a few. The majority of 


scientists seem to be incapable of sim- 
plifying their complex specialties in 
language a layman can understand. The 
successful popularizer must have not 
only a complete grasp of his subject 
and a command of lucid prose, but 
must also possess the imagination to 
put the one at the service of the other. 


It is a pleasure to be able to report 
today that this gift of expressing mul- 
tum in parvo is brilliantly apparent in 
Dr. Kahn’s “Design of the Universe.” 
The scope of the book is immense: Dr. 
Kahn not only describes our expanding 
universe and the earth’s place in it 
(as Jeans and Hoyle have done so well), 
but also the most readily understand- 
able layman’s explanation of modern 
physics and atomic science thig re- 
viewer has yet seen. Even a schoolboy 
should be able to follow the chapters 
on physics and the atom, which is high 
praise from this math-phobic reader. 


Most of us, I imagine, have read of 
Einstein's celebrated equation, E=mc2, 
on which our atomic discoveries are 
based, but how many of us really un- 
derstand what it means? It takes Dr, 
Kahn just two pages of simplification 
to make it clear. Moreover, he goes on 
to lead us to the heart of physics’ cur- 
rent “chaos and traffic jam,” and paints 
a graphic picture of Einstein trying to 
reconcile two apparently irreconcilable 
theories in a single, vast, all-embrac- 
ing formula. 


It is this ability to dramatize technical 
discoveries and problems without de- 
parting from the facts that makes this 
big and handsome book such enthrall- 
ing reading. Wherever possible, Dr. 
Kahn illustrates his statements with 
striking examples that do much to sim- 
plify the complex for the general 
reader. The large format of the book 
and its original pictures and diagrams 
perfectly complement the text. 

The whole volume, indeed, gives 
every indication of careful planning 
and integration, beginning cs it does 
with the mysteries of science and the 
universe, and culminating with perhaps 
the greatest miracle of all, homo 
sapiens, Although, in the author's 
words, the earth is “but a mote of dust 
lit by the spark of a lesser star,” this 
tiny cinder, after billions of years of 
evolution, has produced, in the brain 
of man, a being conscious of itself and 
of the wonder of the world. This is 
the supreme achievement of creative 
mass energy. 

In its Own way “Design of the Uni- 
verse” is also something of a miracle~ 
a survey of modern science that 
infinitely more fascinating than 
of the fiction you read nowadays. I 
defy any intelligent person to read it 
without pleasure and profit.

Economy Failed to Grow. 


For a perceptive analysis of 
this production factor as applied 
to 1954 we are indebted to the 
National Planning Association in 
a report which, after expressing 
satisfaction that the recession 
that began last summer has not 
developed into a general depres- 
sion, went on to say: 

“Satisfaction about this devel- 
opment should not blind us, how- 
ever, to the fact that over the 
last year our economy has failed 
to grow in accordance with the 


growth of the labor force and | 


the rise in productivity. 

“The actual level of economic 
stability is at present about 15 to 
20 billion dollars below a level of 
reasonably full employment. To- 
tal production a year from now 
would have to be about 25 to 30 
billion dollars above the present 
rate in order to approximate the 
level of reasonably full employ- 
ment.” 


Roads, Schools, Hospitals. 


“A considerable rise above 
present production levels will, 
therefore, be needed to bring 
about a further reduction in un- 
employment. A continuation of 
total production at or near the 
1954 level would, in contrast, re- 
sult in rising unemployment.” 


This is a sobering analysis. 
The association believes that ad- 
ditional measures by Govern- 
ment will be necessary to in- 
crease purchasing power as a 
means of absorbing needed ex- 
pansion in production and recom- 
mends:

“Further measures designed to 
facilitate the purchase and reno- 
vation of homes, urban and

was evident in the legislative 
program submitted by the Presi- 
dent to the second session of the 
last Congress, and as will be seen 
in the program projected for the 
forthcoming Eighty-fourth Con- 
gress. 


Policies Now Disputed. 


The last Congress, it will be 
recalled, approved Adtministra- 
tion measures for tax reduction, 
expansion of social security, 
housing and hospitals. The pro- 
gram for the new Congress will 
include a giant road-building 
program, it is known. 

Generally such measures fit 
into the “social welfare” frame 
and, as such, serve a double pur- 
pose for so long found effica- 
cious by the Roosevelt and Tru- 
man New Deal-Fair Deal. That 
is,, first, to increase consumer 
purchasing power and thus sup- 
port the economy and, second, to 
provide benefits for hitherto 
neglected segments of our people 
which bring in votes that win 
elections.

Secretary Humphrey’s View. 


There is, for example, dis- 
agreement over how much in the 
“social welfare” field should be 
done by the Federal Govern- 
ment, and right at this time that 
controversy revolves about fed- 
eral aid to education and in- 
crease of the statutory mini- 
mum wage. How it will be re- 
solved we shall learn from the 
President’s message to Congress 
submitting his program. 

Such measures also are chal- 
lenged at this time on the 
ground that they should wait 
until the budget is more nearly 
in balance, particularly by those 
with an ingrained and antagonis- 
tic view already toward so-called

EXPANDING UNIVERSE 


axies Is Reported at 
Scientists’ Meeting. 


By EDWARD A. HARRIS 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. : 
BERKELEY, Calif., Dec. 28— 
A 20-year study of nearly 800 
star systems has produced new 
evidence that the universe is ex- 
panding at a fast clip. 
Details of the study were 


meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation for Advancement of 
Science. The report was read 
by Allan R. Sandage of the 
Mount Wilson and Palomar ob- 
servatories, who participated in 
the two-decade study along with 
Milton Humason of the staff of 
the same two observatories and 
N. U. Mayall of the Lick Ob- 
servatory on Mount Hamilton, 

Sandage told. the scientists 
that each galaxy, comparable in 
size to the Milky Way, appears 
to be receding from all others 
with a speed directly propor- 
tional to its distance from the 
earth. 

38,000 Miles a Second. 

It was estimated that some 
galaxies in outer space are re- 
ceding at speeds up to 38,000 
miies a second, or about one- 
fifth the speed of light. 

It was pointed out that the 
theory of the expanding uni- 
verse first was advanced in 1929 
by the late Edwin Hubble of 
Mount Wilson and Palomar. 
Hubble discovered a _ relation- 
ship between the distances of 
the galaxies and a “red shift” 
of their spectra which indicated 
recessional speeds. Hubble, 
however, had data on the dis- 
tances and “red shifts” of only 
24 galaxies. This subsequent 
and more comprehensive study 
of 800 galaxies leaves no doubt, 
Sandzge said, that the “red 
shift” relationship to distance 
does evist. 

By “red shift”, astronomers 
mean the way in which light 
from distant sources, when 
passed through a spectroscopic 
prism, shifts toward the red end 
of the spectrum in direct pro- 
portion to the distance of the 
source of the light. 

The relationship has been 
found to be unvarying. The most 
simple way to account for it, it 
was explained, is to assume that 
the source of light must be mov- 
ing away from the earth, and 
that the farther away it is, the 
faster it moves. As it recedes, 
the report said, its light waves 
are stretched out and_ thus, 
when broken down by a spectro- 
scope, shift more and more to- 
ward the long wave-length, or 
red end of the spectrum. 

Sandage, however, said that 
although the red shift relation- 
ship to distance was shown by 
the study to be a firm one, the 
question may be raised as to 
whether the indicated expan- 
sion is a real one. “Are the 
red shifts to be interpreted as 
actual velocities of expansion,” 
he asked, “or are they the man- 
ifestations of some unknown 
law of nature which causes light 
to lose energy—become redder 
—as it traverses space in the 
course of time?” 

That question, he said, is not 
‘definitely answered by present 


* data. On the asumption, how- 


ever, that the “red shift” does 


-| mark a true recession and thus 


an expansion of the universe, 
he said, it is possible to estimate 
the age of the universe at rough- 
ly four billion years. This is 
lan estimate, he said, which 
agrees well with independent 
estimates of the age of the 
earth’s crust and the age of the 
oldest stars in the earth’s own 
galaxy. 

“The agreement of these

A Fluid Program

EW people today deny the right of a child to the atten- 
fF tion his peculiar gifts or deficiencies require. And fewer 

people do anything to help the child to that end. Classes 
in public schools are of necessity, large. Thirty-five pupils 
are a small class in most of our cities. No teacher however 
willing can give individual instruction to 35 pupils during a 
school session. What would happen to the rest of the class 
while the teacher attended to one pupil, or even to several? 

In an effort to save this situation many schools are se- 
lecting pupils of like abilities or deficiencies and forming 
classes of fast learners, slow learners and those who do not 
learn at all.

AS SOON AS THAT IS DONE the teacher finds that 
once more he has a group at the top of the class, one at the 
foot, one atthe middle. What is he to do? He generally 
settles for the tempo of the slowest group. This holds in 
any group be it the genius or the defective. What is to be 
done to enable each pupil to get all his ability permits out 
of his school career? We are talking about the public 
schools to which the great majority of our children go. 

The best thing to do is to program each child according 
to his achievement to date and his potential growth as indi- 
cated at the present time. This program allows for the clas- 
sification of the pupils as is done in most schools of today. 
When the teacher finds that a pupil needs more extensive 
work than the class can take he lists him and he is reg- 
istered by the program teacher who sees that he goes to the 
special rooms, laboratories, studios, where his requirements 
for growth and progress can be met. That holds for all the 
pupils who seem unable to keep step with a class group. By 
this means they get the instruction they need without hold- 
ing back the majority of their classmates. By being associ- 
ated with their classmates during certain periods of the day 
they do not feel as outcasts.

Burgess Meredith Says He's Been 'Lucky’ Since—but He Works Hard

OME actors start dreaming 
S of Broadway by the time

Patching Roof Leaks 
From Inside. 


HEY say that the easiest way 

to repair a roof leak is from 

the outside but this is only 
easy if you are the type of per- 
son who enjoys working up on 
roofs. We aren't too fond of 
roofs since we jumped off of 
one with an old beach umbrella 
back when we were 7, and so 
when it comes to repairing 
leaks, we prefer to do the work 
from the attic. 


The first thing you have to 
do is locate the leak, and this 
can easily be done by sitting in 
the attic during a heavy rain or 
examining the roof boards for 
signs of water stains. 


Once you've found the stains, 
coat the area with a nice heavy 
coating of roofing compound. 
Now take a piece of 2x4 inches 
or 2x6 inches and cut it so that 
it just fits between the two roof 
rafters on each side of the leak. 
Give this a coat of the roofing 
compound and then slip it in 
between the rafters so that it 
completely covers the leaky 
area. 


The board can be fastened 
into place by running nails at 
angles through it and into the 
joists or by screwing it onto the 
roof boards. The only hazard 
involved with the latter method 
is that z the es oee are too lon 
they will go up thro 
and cause trouble. "Seeaiins 
into the rafters is reece the 
best, and as the nails are run in 
at angles they tend to opal ull the 
patch tightly against the leak. 

The roofing compound you 
use for this job should not be 
too thin—just plastic enough so 
that it can be easily smeared 
with a broad putty knife.

The Texas Oil Millionaires 


2 Small Town Boys Who Made Good 


Sid Richardson and Clint Murchison Made Millions, Got in News When They Helped Buy Railroad

Third article in a series on 

Texas oil millionaires. 
DALLAS, Dec. 28. 

HE state of Texas has almost 

two-thirds of the nation’s 

proven oil reserves. It has 
Produced so far more than 25 
billion dollars worth of gas and 
oil, and it has brought in as 
many as 10,000 new producing 
wells in one year. 

This often means, for those 
who find it, wealth that runs into 
the hundreds of millions. 

These people are known down 
here in the Lone Star state as 
the Big Rich, and it is generally 
agreed that the Big Rich category 
starts with the possession of at 
least $50,000,000. Below that you 
are just ordinary rich. It was this 
state of mind which led Glenn 
McCarthy, when he was at his 
peak and worth somewhere be- 
tween $200,000,000 and $400,000,- 
000, to make his much-quoted 
remark about Jesse Jones, who 
made a fortune in Houston real 
estate: 

“Poor Jesse,” he said with 
genuine sympathy, “he never had 
more than $60,000,000 in his life.” 

Although Houston is the focal 
point for Texas oil millionaires, 
claiming close to 1000, with Dal- 
las running seeond, the Big Rich 
are found scattered over the state. 
Among them, for example, are 
Mr. and Mrs. George Ray Gilli- 
land, who live fh a town called 
Gilliland which is about 100 miles 
west of Wichita Falls. They made 
the front pages of the country 
not long ago with a major soiree 
they held in Hollywood. The hus- 
band is a Big Rich oil man. His 
wife is the widow of a rich oil 
man, and she recently sold out 
her late husband's holdings for 
$17,000,000.

HE Hollywood party the Gil- 
lilands staged cost $30,000. 
It had a fountain that spout- 
ed imported champagne all eve- 
ning in a steady stream, and 
guests ate caviar that cost $28 
a pound. 

A lot of people get their ideas 
of how the Big Rich live from 
things like this, and from stories 
about fabulous characters like 
McCarthy. A lot of the Big Rich, 
on the other hand, live quiet, 
orderly lives, and frown on such 
didoes. 

For example three of the rich- 
est men in the world live in the 
Dallas-Fort Worth area. But 
two of them, Sid Richardson and 
Clint Murchison (pronounced 
Murkison) have led such retiring 
lives that the rest of the country 
never heard of them until they 
came into the news last spring 
by putting $20,000,000 into Rob- 
ert R. Young’s successful battle 
to get control of the New York 
Central Railroad—on nothing 
more than a telephone call from 
Young. 

The third man, Haroldson La- 
fayette nt, is reputed to be 
the aint man in the world 
today. The most important thing 
about Hunt, however, is the fact 
that, although he remains per- 
sonally obscure, he is the driv- 
ing force behind the highly con- 
troversial Facts Forum, tax- 
exempt foundation which claims 
its only aim is to promote dis- 
cussion and _ understanding 
of all important national and 
international issues. Its critics 
describe it as the biggest private 
political - propaganda machine 
in the United States. 

Politically speaking, people 
have come to associate the 
names of Richardson, Murchison 
and Hunt as a sort of triumvi- 
rate, working together. As a 
matter of fact Hunt himself, in 
a little booklet entitled “Back- 
ground of Facts Forum,” points 
out that he knows Richardson 
only slightly and seldom sees 
Murchison and has never worked 
with either of them. 


* + * 
ICHARDSON and Murchison 
have been described as a 
couple of small town boys 

who made good. As one Dallas 
oil mah said, “They are both 
nice guys. They have the sim- 
plest, most innocent desire in 
the world—to make money. All 
they want is more.” 

Both men came from a little 
town called Athens in Henderson 


_ county, scene of rich oil fields 


which are said to have spawned 
some 50 millionaires. Richard- 
son, the richest of the Athenians, 
once told how, after making his 
first killing in oil, he rode into 
Athens in a new Cadillac. 

“When I left,” he said, “all 
those guys sitting on .those 
benches around the square 
jumped up and followed me 
right out of town.” 

They're saying down here that 
when Richardson’s new oil 
fields, now being developed in 
Texas, come in, he’ll be as rich, 
or richer, than Hunt.’ Richard- 
son has been a multimillionaire 
for a long time, but he is public-

stock. Whereupon Murchison 
called Richardson and said, “Sid, 
Bob Young wants us to help him 
buy the New York Central 
railroad. I’m going in for $10,- 
000,000, and I thought you'd like 
to do the same.’ 

Sid agreed, but a half hour 
later he looked up from his desk 
and asked someone, “What the 
hell’s the name of that railroad 
aaen and me just helped Bob 
gi ” 

It’s an interesting story, but 
it hardly fits in with the busi- 
ness acumen both men have 
demonstrated. 

Richardson, 63 years old, is a 
big, easy-moving man with a 
rugged face and he walks with 
a strange, rolling gait. He ex- 
plains that the walk is his own 
invention. He broke his left leg 
when he was young, and it is 
shorter than the other one. 


“I practiced me a walk that 
wouldn’t make me limp,” he ex- 
plained once. “Took me a year.” 

Richardson was in the chips 
before he was out of high school. 
He and his pal, Clint, traded in 
yearlings, and he was always 
able to borrow money from 
Clint’s father, who was president 
of the bank in Athens. He had 
$3500 in the bank when he fin- 
ished high school. 

He went to Baylor University 
at Waco for a year and a half 
and then his father died and he 
decided to go to work in the oil 
fields. He worked around .oil 
fields until he was 23, and then 
went back to Athens and the 
cattle business. But tick fever 
wiped out his herd. He headed 
back to the oil fields. 

* * * 
IS short leg kept him out of 
World War I. After the war 
he started selling oil leases 
and doing real well. In 1919 he 
teamed up with Murchison, and 
one night Clint came into a 
hotel in Wichita Falls where Sid 
was playing poker and whis- 
pered news of a well that was 
to be tested secretly that night. 
They raced to the spot and ar- 
rived at 3 o’clock in the morning. 

Somehow the crew got the im- 
pression they were the owners. 
They stuck around and watched, 
and the well came in. By nine 
o’clock that morning they had 
leased $75,000 worth of acreage 
nearby. At noon the news of the 
well got around, and by night 
they had sold 5 per cent of their 
acreage for $200,000. 

In 1929, when over-production 
pulled the price of oil down to 
10 cents a barrel, Sid and Clint 
were almost on the rocks. They 
holed up for nearly three years. 
Then the price of oil went up, 
and they went wildcatting. They 
got pipe on credit, drilling equip- 
ment on promise to pay. They 
wangled leases on oil land, even 
got workmen to work on part 
Dey pent, part promise. They 

three times, and the 
third well came in. — 

Sid spent his profits leasing 
new oil land. In 1935, he brought 


in the famous Keystone field. . 


One after another he drilled 385 
wells in the field, and only 17 
were dry. Richardson owns 40 
per cent of the field. By 1943, 
his underground fortune in oil 
reserves was estimated at $800,- 


For years geologists said there 
was no oil in Louisiana east of 
the Mississippi. Richardson said 
if there was oil on one side, why 
not on the other? So in 1949 he 
leased 250,000 acres in Louisi- 
ana, east of the river and 
brought in two new fields, at 
Pointe a la Hache and Cox Bay.

West opened the three of 
diamonds; East took his ace and 
returned a low diamond. South 
won and promptly took the 
trump finesse. East gathered in

If South had given more 
thought to West’s pass-out of his 
partner’s original diamond bid, 
he might have taken a different, 
and very much shrewder, view 
of the play. Everything pointed 
to the fact that West had four 
diamonds, probably to an honor, 
and so it was extremely doubtful 
that he also held the spade king. 
Few players pass to partner’s 
opening hid with that sort of 
holding. 

Thus, with the spade king vir- 
tually marked in East’s hand, it 
would have been considerably 
wiser for South to lead directly 
to the ace of spades, hoping for 
one of two results: to drop’ the 
king, or if East had it singly 
guarded, to use this condition as 
the basis for a throw-in play. 

After cashing the spade ace, 
South should lead two rounds of 
hearts, then another round of 
trumps.
